THE PARKER FIELD.

The Continental, on land of D. 8, Allen, about
one and & balf miles west of Foxton, is a new
waell, struck last week, and Is now being tested,
with twenty feet of sand and a good show of
oil. This well 18 owned by K. P. Crawford and
others of Kittanning.

The McClintock well, on Bear creek, near the
old furnace site, has been down and pumping
since M-_nulny last, but has thus far failed to
pump oil. We are told that the sand rock pre-
sented an excellent appearance, nnd owners and
others cotnted on a good well. There may be
something wrong with the pumping apparatus,
and the well may yet prove srung. I'he MeClin-
tock is locuted not far from the Parsons well,
which is u good one,

The Anoa well, on Lease No. 11, Conley farm, |

has been down and pumping for some (ime,
vielding some fifteen barrcls per day. This well
is owned by Jennings, Brown, Moorhead, Gil-
lespie, of Armstrong conuty, and others,

he Moorhend well 18 a new strike, on the
Conley farm, which makes a good start, and is
now Tmuping twenty barrels ]i_\cr day. This
well 18 owned by Brown and Jennings, of
Brady's Bend, and others.

LAWRENCEBURG.

The Rockingham well, in Lawrenceburg,
owned by John II. Haines, of Brady's Bend,
and others, was sunk several weeks ago, partly
through the third eand, and the tools stuck
therein so tight that it wns found impossible to
extricate them. The rig has been removed and
a new hole commenced This is the first casc
of the kiad we have heard of in this region

1he tools have not yet been extrieated from
the well south of the log house, on Washington
street, in Lawrenceburg; but workmen are still
laboring away at them with the hope of
eventually hcfn_u successful.

The Cornplanter well, the engine-house ol
which was burned some time since, continues to
flow abeut forty barrels per day. A new boiler
hag been attached to the engine, the engine
fixed up, an engine-house erected, and every-
thing is now in readiness for pumping: bnt those
having charge of the well consider it best to
permit it to continue to flow.

Destitution und Poverty.

The arrival of a United States steamer at o
Southern port with a number of returned Ame-
rican exiles or emigrants on board has Leen re-
ported by telegraph in these columns.

The United States steam ship of war Quinne-
baug, Commander E. Barrett, arrived at this
port yesterday morping, from 8t. Thomas, in

thirteen duys. n
New Yors, August 31, 1867, and is now return-

ing home after n full three yearscrulse in the |

Brazilion or S8outh Atlantic Squadron.

The chief feature of interest connected with

the arrival of the vessel ig the presence on board
of an number of those unfortunate emigrants
who, at the close of the war, were induced Lo

leave their homes with a view of bettering their |

shattered fortunes. There are on board the
vessel thirty-four persoms, men, women, and
children, who left the South at the close of the
war, and whom Commander Barrett found at
Pernambuco and Para inadestitute and starving
condition. They were taken on board and far-
mizhed with transporiation to the nearest
United States port, by order of the President
of the United States. Their forlorn condition
should be a terrible warning to those who are
looking to emigration. They will be disem-
varked to-day, and will be furnished with trans-
sorlation to their homes. Dr. Lebby, the

enlth Officer of the Port, Rev, W. B. Yates,
and the oflicers of the vessel have been uncens-
ing in thelr efforts to provide for their comfort.
The officers and the erew of the vessel have
subscribed #200 for the purpose of relieving
their wents, and as these unfortunale people
belon

thirty-seven persons and three families at Per- |
